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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 26,27,29,30,39 and 40 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. None of the references of record teach or suggest the 
specific parameters of grating length, coefficient of thermal exapansion and materials for the 
support member listed in the aforementioned claims. 



Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use 
or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1 -25,28, and 3 1-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 

Adams et. al., U.S.P. No.6. 122,421 . 

Adams et. al., U.S.P. No. 6,122,421 teaches (Figs. 1-10) an apparatus and method of 
adjusting the spectral broadband response of an optical fiber Bragg long period grating 1 1,12 by 
attaching the fiber grating 12 to a support member 14 along a centroid axis and applying bending 
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moments at two or more locations 1 7a, 1 7b such that the grating is axially strained along the 
length of the grating and an axial strain profile along the length of the grating which thereby alters 
the spectral response and center wavelength of the grating or compensation for chromatic 
dispersion, which clearly, fully meets Applicant's claimed limitations
